Rishmawy, Roger Simond, and Randall Littleton, and in denying the 
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motion of Plaintiff-Appellant Philip Henry Cedillos, dba Maui

Balloon Co., to disqualify the trial judge.

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that the court’s December 11, 2000

order granting relief from attorney’s fees but denying relief

from costs awarded, and its December 11, 2000 order denying the

motion to disqualify, from which the appeal is taken, are

affirmed.
